There is an old saying that "great 


bodies move slowly," and what is 
true in the physical world has its 
counterpart in all other lines of ac- 
tivity. 
Any great reform has its 


small beginning, and before it can 
rise to the dignity of a dominant 
force, meets all kinds of opposition 
and set-backs. 


The building of subways over tne 


railroad crossing in Newark is tne 
greatest proposition this city has 
ever undertaken, and the situation 
has been resolutely faced and intel- 
ligently grasped by the South Side 
Citizens' Association, which before 
long will number in its membership 
and co-operation not only every cit- 
izen of that part 
of the city, but 


practically the whole of Newark. 


These people are' in earnest and 


mean to have these subways. 


Besides the material slowness of 


bringing such a big proposition to an 
actuality, the" promoters of the im- 
provement have been hampered at 
every point and in ways dark and 
devious* by the railroad companies, 
which will have to bear- -6 5 -per cent 
of the cost o* tl»e improvement. 
These companies, B. fc O. espec- 


ially have been dillr-dallytng, prom- 
ising, procrastinating until the point 
-was reached that some drastic action 
nad to be taken to "bring them to 
time." 
The authority of the city is tin- 


questioned, and the position taken 
by "those who have been fighting for 
the subways Is impregnable. Lawful 
power and moral right are on their 
side, and "when a .thoroughly or- 
ganized movement gets going, no 
power undeii heaven can stop it, and 
the subways will be built. 


There are some who supinely sit' 


and think that the railroads have 
been governing the city for so long 
that they have an inalienable right 
to continue their domination, - out" 
these are not to be numbered among 
the men" who will be behind 
the 


movement. 
These 
men have the 
true perspective of the situation, ana j 
plainly see and understand that tae' 
city is supreme in its government, 
and that the railroads must obey the 
laws jiist the same as the individual, 
and action has been taken that will 
open the eyes of the officials of 
these companies to the fact that they 
must get together and talk business 
to the city of Newark, without sub- 
terfuge or persiflage. 
Drastic action was taken by the

its regular meeting Friday night, 
and it is expected that its effect will 
be almost immediate.

There is no question in the minds 


of those in a position to know that 
ihe Baltimore & Ohio has been using 
every means it can devise to hinder, 
delay and obstruct this subway prop- 
osition, and the letters sent to both 
companies are intended to, inform 
them of tie 
determination in the 


matter, with the further intent of 
having the Pennsylvania, which is 
not so recalcitrant as the B. & O., 
come to an understanding and re- 
lieve all parties concerned.

Supreme Court May Give Opinion 


if Case Is Submitted on 


Agreed Statement. 


Columbus, Sept. 14.—The special 
election on the amendments was_le- 
_;al. according to the opinion of At- 
torney General Hogan today. Al- 
though the contention that the legis- 
lature iad no authority to delegate 
power to' the constitutional conven- 
tion to fix the day for a special elec- 
tion may be well grounded, according 
to Mr. Hogan, it had the power to 
direct the convention to submit the 
matter to the electors of the state. 
The legislature did not delegate 


power to the convention," he said, 
"it merely directed the convention to 
submit the matter to the electors of 
the state at such a time as it might 
determine the essentiials of the mat- 
ter if submitted and not the tiine. 
Time is a mere incident. The legis- 
lature has no power to delegate au- 
thority, but this was not authority. 
All that is required by Section 3, Ar- 
ticle l. is the submission, to the elec- 
tors of the state and does not fix 
the time or matter. That is left to 
the general direction of the legisla- 
ture, and the legislature gave suca 
general direction." 


With reference to the contention 


of some that a majority of the vote 
cast on all amendments is ne'eded 
for the ratification of any of 
the 


amendments, Mr. Hogan said: 


^'!_ have not investigated thatJEea=L 
ture as yet, bnt I am inclined to the 
belief that a majority vote cast on 
any proposal is all that is needed for 
ratification.'' 


Columbus, O., Sept. 14.—Decision 


to attack the constitutional amend- 
ments adopted at the special election 
held on Sept. 3 has been reached. 


Arrangements are now being made 


to bring a test suit in the supreme 
court of Ohio. 
It is quite possible that the'meth- 


od of attack employed will be a pray- 
er for a restraining order against 
Governor Judson Harmon to prohibit 
iiim from proclaiming the result of 
the vote upon the 
successful 
pro- 
posals. 


There- will be two separate as- 
saults upon tae validity o* the re- 
sults of the election. 


The first is that amendments said 
to be adopted did not receive a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast at the 
election. The second Is that the law 
providing for the operation ' of the 
Ohio constitutional convention was 
itself unconstitutional. 


When the geenral assembly pre- 


tended to delegate power to the con- 
vention to fix the time and manner 
for the election it exceeded its pow- 
ers, say the opponents of the work. 
This action, they assert, was a dele- 
gation of legislative power, which is 
not permissible under the constitu- 
tion. 


The preparation of the petition is 


!n the hands of a number of attor- 
neys in this city, who represent the 
interests which financed and direct- 
ed the warfare against the amend- 
ments during the 
campaign just 


ended. 


The statement was made Friday 
that Attorney General Timothy 
S. 


Hogan would be called tipon shortly 
for the purpose of making the ar- 
rangements for the filing of the suit. 


Leave •will have to be granted ^by 


the supreme conit for the filing' of 
the petition, which will be brousht 
in the name of a tax pay^r. If the 
attorney general will support the mo- 
tion in order that an agreed 
upon 


statement of facts can be submitted, 
it is believed that the justices of the 
jeonrt -will grant permission. 


Should the first contention be up- 


held, nine of the proposals believed 
now to be adopted would fail 
be- 
cause of the lack of a majority. 


These amendments are those re- 


lating to tae taking of depositions 
outside of the state by -the prosecu- 
tion in criminal cases; limiting the 
veto power of the governor: impos- 
ing the mechanics" and material lien 
spon property; abolishing justices of 
the peace as constitutional officers: 
abolishing the elective feature of the 
office of state sc'nool commissioner; 
firing the method of amending the 
constitution: providing for judicial 
reform; creating franchise, inheri- 
tance and income taxes and restor- 
ing public securities to the tax dupli- 
cate; provid'njr for the schedule of 
the amendments adopted, and last, 
but not least, permitting the licens- 
ing of the liquor traffic. 


If the second contention, that the 


jreneral assembly had no power 
to 


delegate to the constitutional conven- 
tion the right to fix tlie time of the 
election, is upheld by the courts, ev- 
erything would be swept away and

MILITIA FIRED UPON

Charleston. W. Va., Sept. 14.—Military outposts were fired on 


during the early hours today at Holley in the heart of the territory 
under martial law because of the miners' strike. The pickets replied 
and for a time the exchange of shots was brisk but a careful search 
of the hillsides from which the shots came showed no evidence of 
any person being- injured. 


When the shooting was reported to the military headquarters, 


Companies A and E, First West Virginia National Guard of Parkers- 
burg, and Company I of Fairmont were ordered to the place. They 
are in command of Captain White of Parkersburg. This is pay day 
in the unionized section of the north .bank of the Kanawha river 
where the men struck last week but returned to work Tuesday!

engaged but the result is not yet known. Military authorities are of 
the opinion that the territory under martial law will be extended to 
include the country north of the Kanawha river, as lawlessness in 
some parts of that section is said to be increasing so that the civil 
authorities are unable to cope with the situation. It was stated this 
morning that Governor Glasscock had ordered an investigation with 
that end in view and the proclamation is expected before Sunday 
night, time being needed to send the troops into the disturbed town.

:he famous general and his wife was 
as dramatic as it was sad. The gen- 
eral cut his throat with a snort sword 
and the countess committed hara-karL 


Following the Samurai custom, th« 


:ouple had carefully prepared 
their 


plans for killing 
themselves 
and 


timed them so that they would be eo- 
ncident with the departure forever 
rom Tokio of the dead emperor. 


General NogL and the countess had 


attended the funeral services of Mvt- 
suhito at the palace here, and it was 
expected that they would proceed to 
A.oyama with the cortege. 
Instead, 


towever, at the conclusion 
of 
the 


eremony at the palace, they with- 
drew to their modest home in Akasa- 
ka, a suburb of Tokio, and there be- 
gan their final preparations for death. 
First the general wrote a letter to 


lis new emperor, TToshihito, which 
ater was found beside "his body- Then 
le draped in mourning 4 portrait joa 
the wall of the late emperor, and 
afterward he and his 
wife dressed 


hemselves in-fall-Japanese costnin* 
and drank a farewell cup of sake from 
ups which-had been presented to the 
general by Mutsuhito. 


Darkness had fallen and General 
Togi and the countess sat and awaited 
he signal they had agreed upon to 
announce their leave-taking.

vas'the booming of a signal gun in. 
he palace grounds at Toldo, which, 
vas to let the people know that the 
ody of the emperor was starting on 
he funeral train for its last resttc^ 
lace. 
As tfie boom of the gun resounded 


hrougb. the clear, still night. General 
*Cogi arose and, grasping in bis hand 


short sword, plunged it into fiis 


hroat while the countess stabbed her- 
elf through the body. A student who 
esided at the Nogi home heard the 
al! of the bodies and rushed into the 
com. 
Lying upon the floor were the 


ero of Port Arthur and his wife. Botb. 
till were breathing, but their'spas-' 
fflodie gasps showed plainly that 
eath was near. The student "hurried 
or aid. but when he returned with it 
oth the general and the countess were 
ead. 
The tragedy created a profound sen- 


sation and expressions of sorrow were 


ear on every hand. Esi>ecially grief- 
tricken was Prince Arthur of Con- 
aught, the special envoy to the fu- 
eral of Mutsuhito of Great Britain, 
^rince Arthur was to have gone with 
General Nogi to the former capital of 
he Shogunate. Kamaknre. 
Those who knew General Nogi well 
eclare that his calmness in killing 
imself was the kind of stoicism he 
•ways had displayed, no matter what 
risis faced him. They instanced the 
amous charge of the Japanese up

he Russians mow down his forces in 
nndreds, among them two of his own 
ons. and yet quietly and fearlessly 
ortinued the battle, taking the hill 
nd eventually being handed the sur- 
t.n.1er or Lfeatenaut-General Stoessel 
I Fort Arthur.

The Chicago Examiner of recent 


date prints a story of Col. John L. 
Clem, now the only man, officer or 
private in active service in the Uni- 
ted States army who had taken pan 
in the civil war. The salient fea- 
tures of the enlistment of "Little 
Johnny" Clem, are well known to 
the older residents of Newark, but 
will be read by them with renewed 
interest and to those wlio do not 
know the circumstances the valiant 
little soldier's enlistment will come 
as an interesting recital. 


'•With the retirement of Major 


Daniel W. Arnold, quartermaster of 
the Department of the Lakes with 
headquarters at St. Paul, Colonel 
John L. Clem, chief quartermaster'of 
the Central division, with headquar- 
ters in Chicago, became the "or- 
phan" of the United States Army. 


Colonel Clem, best known as "The 


Drummer Boy 
of Chickamauga," 


now enjoys the distinction of being 
the only man on the active list of 
the army who participated in the 
civjl -war. 
All the other civil -war 


veterans on the list, whether offi- 
cers or privates, have died or re- 
tired. 


Colonel Clem has three more years 


of a.ctive service before him. 
Then 


he, too, like 
the 
thousands who 


have gone before him, must step 
down. He was the youngest enlisted 
soldier in the. civil war. 


*"I was no "bigger than a pint of 


peanuts when I enlisted," said Col. 
Clem yesterday in his office in the 
federal building. 
"As a matter of 


fact, I was only ten years old when 
I found myself at my first pitched 
battle 


"I wanted to go to the war and I 


had to run away from home to do it. 
I lived in Newark, O. in those days. 
I presented myself, a mere mite of 
a boy ^before Captain McDougal of 
the Third Ohio Regiment. 
" 'I want to enlist/ I said to him. 
" 'Go home, my boy,' said the cap- 


tain, kindly looking down on. me as I 
stood, tousled headed, thin and in 
short trousers. 
" 'I'm going to the war,' I said, 


and he allowed me to go as a substi- 
tute drummer boy." 


Col. Clem was too modest to tell 


of the battles in which he took part. 
He was attached to the Twenty-sec- 
ond Michigan infantry Tvhich -was en- 
gaged in the desperate figat at Shi- 
loh. The tiny drummer boy proudly 
took his position and sounded the 
long roll valiantly from his drum. 
They called him "Johnny Shiloh" in 
those days. 
Later he was known 


as "The Little Drummer 
Boy of 


Chickamauga," for he distinguished 
himself at that battle. When the re- 
-treat was sounded Little 
Johnny 


threw down his drum and snatched 
up a rifle -which had been left on the 
field. 
He -was running 
after his 


comrades when a confederate colo- 
nel shouted: 


"Halt, you little shaver." 
Johnny leveled his gun, pulled the 


trigger and saw the confederate offi- 
cer fall from his horse. 
Then he 


fled through the brush. Three bul- 
lets passed through 
bis hat that 
day."

posal. 
But the opponents o- 
the 


amendments assert that this 
total 


does not represent the true maxi- 
mum, which will be shown only by 
the aggregate number of ballots cast 
in the state. 


They say that it is possible that 


many of the electors did not 
AC 
either way upon the equal suffrage 
proposition. As stated, the nine 
amendments set out did not receive 
a majority as shown upon the basis 
of the suffrage vote. It is quite pos- 
sible that there will be others in 
jeopardy when the actual total vote 
is established. 


The point is made that the consti- 


tution provides that amendments to 
itself must be made by a majority 
of all the electors 
votinsr at 
the 


time they are voted. 


On the other side the contention is 


made that each amendment was sub- 
mitted separately, but the rejoinder 
is that there was but one ballot. It 
is insisted that those whc did not 
'vote either way upon all of the pro- 
posals took part in the election. The 
returns on the liquor license propos- 
al show that 132.110 fewer votes 
were cast upon it than upon 
the 


equal 
suffrage 
proposal. 
If this 


contention is upheld, the minority of 
the license proposal -will be most de- 
cisive. 


Friends of the proposals adopted 
assert that there is no warrant for 
this attack. They assert that the 
convention was acting under Article 
16. Secton 3, and not under Section 
1 of the same article. 


Section 3 -relates to the convention 
to be held every 20 years if the peo- 
ple favor it, and it distinctly pro- 
vides, they say, that submissions may 
be adopted by a "majority vote of 
those voting therein." 


Section 1 relates to amendments 


submitted by the general assembly. 
These must be voted upon at a gen- 
eral election, and it requires "-a ma- 
jority of the electors voting at such 
election" to adopt any proposed 
change. 


There is a wide difference, it is 


claimed between these 
submissions. 


The -rejoinder of the opposition 
is 


that all persons participating in an 
election either vote for a measure 
or against it or cast a blank ballot. 


The blank ballots should be count- 
ed, they say, with the affirmative 
and the negative in computing the 
total. 


As for the legal question raised re- 


garding the right of the general as- 
sembly giving power to the conven- 
tion to "fix and prescribe the time 
and form and- manner of submitting 
the amendments," it has the distinc- 
tion of being- entirely new. 


The act now assailed was known 


as the Green law, from its author. 
Senator William 
Green of Cosboc- 


ton. 
It was passed May 31, 1911, 


and was approved by Governor Har- 
mon on June 6 of the same year. 


The opposition to the work of the 


convention hold that the uniform 
ruling of the supreme court against 
delegation of legislative power will 
apply in this ease. The sole author- 
ity to call state wide elections re- 
sides with the general assembly, they 
say, and the effort to transfer it to 
the constitutional convention was il- 
legal, null and void. 


One step yet remains to make the 
results of tie election final. 


Under the method of submission 


adopted bv the constitutional conven- 
tion the final returns must be can- 
vassed by Secretary of State C. H. 
Graves and State Auditor E. M. Ful- 
linarton in the presence of Governor 
Judson Harmon. 


He is required to issue a procla- 


mation declaring the results.

FIRST THINGS 


The first English embassy to Chi- 


na, headed by Earl McCartney, ar- 
rived in Pekin and was given an au- 
dience by the Emperor 119 years ago 
today. 
The Earl and his party re- 


mained in China until Oct. 7, when 
they were ordered to depart. As a 
result of the investigation carried on 
by the embassy, the first definite 
knowledge of Chinese government, 
population and resources was given 
to Europe. The empire was at that 
time divided into fifteen provinces, 
containing 4,402 walied cities, and 
had a. population 
of 333.000,000. 


The army was reported to consist of 
a million infantry and 800,'">00 horse 
and the report continued, "Learning, 
and the arts and sciences are en- 
couraged, and ethics studied." The 
next embassy 10 China from England 
was sent in 1-S16, but failed of its 
purpose, owing to Lord Amherst's 
refusal to prostrate himself before 
the Emperor.
